One-third  of  the  way  through  1983, 
Mississippi  Baptists  have  given 
slightly  more  than  one-third  of  the  es¬ 
timated  Cooperative  Programs 
budget  for  the  year,  according  to  an 
announcement  by  Eiarl  Kelly,  execu¬ 
tive  secretary  of  the  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  Board. 

In  four  months,  Mississippi  Baptists 
have  given  a  total  of  35,114,729  to  the 
unified  budget  plan  by  whkh  Southern 
Baptists  operate  their  worldwide  mis¬ 
sions  and  education  programs. 

This  is  3550,356  more  than  was  given 
in  the  first  four  months  of  1962  when 
34,564,373  was  given. 

Pro  rata  budget  for  the  first  four 
months  the  year  would  be  35,023,667, 
putting  the  income  at  391,062  over  the 
goal  so  far. 

April  saw  31,227,838  given,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  3132ji29  over  1962.  Income 
for  each  (rf  the  first  four  months  of  1963 
is  more  than  3100,000  over  that  of  1982 
giving. 

“In  times  of  fiscal  uncertainty,” 
said  Kelly,  Mississippi  Baptists  con¬ 
tinue  to  ^ow  that  in  giving  to  God’s 
work,  certainty  can  be  found.”

These  seeds,  said  Robertson,  can 
“be  reaped  later  in  some  of  our  more 
tradltiot^  evangelistic  activities.” 

Robertson  pointed  to  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists’  pavilion  at  theKnoxville  World’s 
Fair  where  the  gospel  message  was 
presented  to  thousands  o(  people  “who 
would  never  come  in  a  Chun:!),”  he 
said. 

He  noted  that  puppets  used  in  such 
places  as  shopping  malls  are  good 
examples  of  seed  planting.  “They  can 
project  truth  to  us  when  we’re  being 
unsuccessful  in  doing  that  in  other 
ways,”  said  Robertson. 

Robertson  said  that  gospel  pup¬ 
petry,  along  with  drama  in  geno’al,  is 
catching  on  like  never  befwe.  He  re¬ 
counted  that  a  woman  had  attended  a 
conference  on  puppetry  “to  prove  that 
to  use  puppets  was  of  the  devil.”  He 
said  that  in  the  course  of  the  confer¬ 
ence,  the  woman  decided  there  was  po¬ 
tential  value  in  transmitting  the  gospel 
message  in  many  situations. 

Several  hundred  pastors  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  said 
Robertson,  are  using  dramatic 
monologues  and  there  is  a  general 
openness  to  church  drama  nowadays. 
“Pastors  are  open  to  any  kind  of  com¬ 
munication  process  that’s  going  to 
help  them  communicate  the  gos{^,” 
he  said.  The  key,  said  Robertson,  is 
that  drama  must  be  appropriate  and 
must  fit,  not  so  much  drama  as  com¬ 
munication. 

“I  find  that  churches  that  have 
adults  active  widi  the  performing  arts 
told  to  be  outgoing  evangelical  C^ristr 
ians,”  said  Robertson.  “It’s  a  small 
stq>  from  the  stage  to  a  vo-bal  witness. 
Stage  presence  builds  confidence.”

Conflict  in  Corinth 


Sharing  the  good  news

This  is  the  sixth  and  final  lesson  in 
the  unit  of  study  on  “Solomoa’s  early 
reign  in  covenant  with  God.”  It  is  a 
basic  truth  to  all  of  life  that  the  only 
way  an  individual  or  nation  can  truly 
prosper  on  this  earth  is  in  covenant 
relationship  with  God.  Hiis  is  God’s 
creation.  No  one  can  take  over  any 
part  of  this  creation  and  live  produc¬ 
tively  and  successfully  without  a  trust- 
ing  and  obedient  relationship  with 
him.  As  long  as  Solomon  and  Israel 
sought  to  maintain  even  some  degree 
of  faithfulness  to  the  covenant  rela¬ 
tionship,  they  wm^  blessed. 

Gad  repeats  his  oovenaat  to  Solomon 
(I  Uags  It  evidently  was  soon 
after  tte  completion  and  dedication  of 
the  Temple  that  Jehovah  God  ap¬ 
peared  unto  Solomon  a  second  time  as 
he  had  appeared  unto  him  earlier  in 
Gibeon  (I  Kings  3:5).  There  Solomon 
had  asked  God  for  an  understanding 
heart.  God  was  pleased  with  Sol¬ 
omon’s  prayo*  and  promised  him  a 
wise  and  understanding  heart  plus 
riches  and  honor  (I  Kings  3:10-13). 

When  God  appeared  to  Solomon  this 
second  time,  he  assured  Solomon  that 
his  prayer  at  the  dedication  of  the 
Temple  had  been  beard.  Furthermore, 
God  assured  Solomon  that  he  had  ac¬ 
cepted  the  Temple  and  confirmed  the 
Temple  as  the  house  of  Jehovah  by  his 
presence  (I  Kings  9:3). 

God  repeated  the  offer  of  the  coven¬ 
ant  which  be  earlier  had  made  to  Sol¬ 
omon  during  the  construction  of  the 
Temple,  which  is  recorded  in  I  Kings 
6 : 11-13.  The  proffered  covenant  had  to 
do  with  establishing  ‘‘die  throne  of  thy 
kingdom  over  Israel  forever”  (I  Kings 
9:5).  God  had  made  an  aacaoditisiial 
promise  to  David  to  establish  his  king¬ 
dom  forever  (See  II  Samud  7:12,  13, 
16, 19).  The  prophets  held  tenaciously 
to  that  promise.  It  doubtless  was  the 
cornerstone  in  Isaiah’s  prediction  that 
the  virgin  would  conceive  and  bear  a 
son  wfa^  name  would  be  Immanuel. 
Notice,  however,  that  God’s  offer  to 
estabU^  Solomon’s  throne  forever  (I 
Kings  9:5)  was  oondittMMd  upon  Sol¬ 
omon’s  walking  before  God  as  David 
his  father  bad  walked  (I  Kings  9:4). 
Solomon  did  not  remain  faithful  to 
God. 'The  promise  to  David  was  and  is 
being  fulfilled  in  the  Messiah,  the 
virgin-bom  descendant  of  David, 
Jeeus  of  Nazareth.  David’s  throne  is 
established  forever.  Solomon’s  throne 
ultimately  failed.  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
was  not  a  direct  descendant  of  Sol¬ 
omon  but  of  Nathan,  one  of  David’s 
other  sons  (Luke  3:31). 


God’s  conditional  offer  to  establish 
Solomon’s  throne  forevo:  was  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  warning.  The  warning  was 
that  if  Striomon  and  the  people  turned 
from  Jehovah  God  and  served  other 
gods,  they  would  be  cast  out  of  the  land 
and  the  beautiful  Temple  which  (jod 
had  accepted  would  be  destroyed  (I 
Kings  9:6-9). 

It  should  be  observed  that  the  writer 
gives  no  account  of  a  response  on  Sol¬ 
omon’s  part.  This  was  very  much  in 
contrast  to  his  unselfish  response 
when  God  had  appeared  to  him  in  Gi¬ 
beon,  the  ancient  place  of  worship.  His 
response,  of  course,  wasin  his  ^otis- 
tical  and  Comfort-crazed  building 
program  of  his  palace  complex  which 
continued  as  a  burden  upon  the  people 
for  13  years  after  the  Temple  was 
completed.  . 

Much  of  this  building  program  evi¬ 
dently  was  to  please  his  many  foreign 
wives  who  worshipped  their  many 
pagan  gods.  History  would  both  reveal 
and  be  Solomon’s  response. 

Solomon’s  unworthy  pigr^ent  of 
cities  to  Hiram  (I  Kings  9:10-14). 
Hiram  seems  to  have  faithfully  and 
genotMisly  fulfilled  his  contract  with 
Solomon  by^  providing  expensive 
materials  and  skilled  workmen.  Sol¬ 
omon  deeded  Hiram  20  border  towns  in 
western  Galilee  as  partial  payment. 
Hiram  was  displea^  with  the  land 
and  called  it  ‘‘(^bul,”  meaning  ‘‘like 
nothing.”  Some  church  members  still 
destroy  their  witness  by  their  business 
practice. 

Solomon’s  public  works  and  enter¬ 
prises  (I  Kings  9:15-28).  The  building 
program  which  Solomon  developed 
was  extensive,  including  store  cities 
and  fortresses.  He  built  a  navy  and 
contracted  with  the  Phoenicians  to 
man  the  ships  along  the  Red  Sea.  The 
ancient  se^ort  of  Eziongeber  has 
been  excavated  in  recent  years,  con¬ 
firming  an  extensive  meti^  industry 
and  trade. 

The  qneen  of  Sheba’s  visit  (1  Kings 
19:1-13).  The  queen  of  Sheba  traveled 
approximately  1,500  miles  from 
southwest  Arabia  in  order  to  visit  Sol¬ 
omon.  The  purpose  of  the  trip  probably 
was  to  negotiate  a  trade  agreement 

Wealth  frem  Sslemsa’s  enterprises 
(IKinp  li:14-29).God  alguidantly  fid- 
filled  his  promise  to  give  Solomon  wis¬ 
dom,  weMth,  and  ho^.  The  tremend¬ 
ous  economic  prosperity,  undergirded 
by  extensive  and  advantageous  trade 
and  tariff  policies,  brought 
materialism  to  a  high  level  of  inqpor- 
tance.  The  biblical  writer  has  not  moi- 
tioned  a  prophet  since  Nathan  partkn- 
peted  in  anointing  Solomon.  Trouble 
was  ahead.

Acts  18:1-17 

Mpst  of  us  have  experienced  the 
‘‘blues”  at  one  time  another.  The 
feeling  can  range  from  simply  feelii^ 
‘‘down”  to  genuine  defH-ession.  In  this 
passage  of  scripture  we  see  the  apostle 
Paul  in  the  d^ths  of  depression  and 
how  he  managed  to  find  encourage¬ 
ment  and  come  back  strong. 

At  Philippi,  after  healing  the  slave 
girl,  Paul  and  Silas  were  arrested, 
beaten,  and  jailed.  Upon  their  release, 
the  missionary  team  left  Philippi,  hav¬ 
ing  seen  the  beginnings  of  a  small  but 
loving  church  (16:19f).  They  traveled 
to  Thessalonica,  and  preached  in  the 
synagogue.  Several  Jews  and  God¬ 
fearing  Gentiles  responded  to  the  gos¬ 
pel  and  another  church  was  estab¬ 
lished.  Soon,  however,  strong  opposi¬ 
tion  from  unbelieving- Jews  drove 
them  on  to  the  next  Macedonian  town, 
Berea.  There  the  people  at  the 
synagogue  readily  accept^  the  gospel 
and  another  church  was  fm'med.  Jews 
from  Thessalonica,  however,  pursued 
Paul  still.  Paul  was  hurried  out  of 
Macedonia  by  the  new  converts  while 
Silas  and  Timothy  stayed  behind.  Paul 
gave  them  instructions  to  join  him  at 
Athens  (17:1-15). 

While  at  Athens  Paul  preached  at 
Mars  Hill.  Hie  gospel  was  ridiculed 
and  only  a  handful  believed.  In  frus- 
tratKHi  Paul  left  and  went  to  (forinth 
( 17 : 15-34 ) .  Hio-e  is  no  New  Testament 
record  of  any  church  at  Athens. 

I.  Paol— afflicted  and  distressed 
(18:14). 

Corinth  was  a  very  ancient  city,  very 
prosperous,  and  was  noted  for  immor¬ 
ality  (cf.,  I  Cor.  6: 9-11).  The  cult  of  the 
love  goddess  Aphrodite  (in  Latin, 
Venus)  was  quite  strong,  with  1,(XX) 
prostitutes  serving  the  local  temple. 
Paul  described  his  mood  at  the  time  of 
his  arrival  as  one  of  ‘‘affliction  and  dis¬ 
tress”  (I  Thes.  3:7).  Later  he  re¬ 
minded  the  Christians  in  (forinth  that 
he  came  to  them  ‘‘in  weakness 'and  in 
much  fear  and  trembling”  (I  Cor.  2:3). 
He  had  no  news  from  Macedonia.  Ife 
had  responded  to  God’s  call  to  go  there 
with  such  high  hopes  and  all  too 
quickly  he  had  been  driven  out.  At 
Athens  peofde  had  laughed  at  the  gos- 
pd.  Ridicule  is  often  harder  to  face 
than  physical  violence. 

In  sud)  a  frame  of  mind,  Paul  found 
lodging  and  employment  with  a 
Jevrisfa  couple,  Aquila  and  Priscilla, 
who  had  b^  exp^ed  recently  from 
Rome  by  Empmor  Claudius  (v.  2). 
libese  two  f^ow  tmtmakers  were 
probably  already  Christians.  On  the 
SabbatiB,  Paul  went  to  the  synagogue 
to  worship  and  withess. 


n.- Paul— encouraged  and  empowered 
(18:5-11). 

Soon  Silas  and  Timothy  arrived 
from  Macedonia  with  a  financial  ^ft 
for  Paul  from  the  church  at  Philippi 
(Phi.  4:15).  This  gift  enabled  Paul  to 
devote  himself  fulltime  to  preaching. 
They  also  brought  good  news  about 
how  well  the  church  at  Thessalonica 
was  doing  (v.5).  Paul  wrote  I  Thes- 
salonians  at  this  time. 

Paul’s  preaching  took  m  roiewed 
life.  He  no  longer  preached  philosophi¬ 
cally  as  he  had  at  Athens  (cf.,  17 :22f .) 
but  was  determined  to  preach  nothing 
but  ‘‘Jesus  (^ist  and  him  crucified” 
(I  Cor.  2:2).  This  vigorous  and  em¬ 
powered  preaching  ^ew  immediate 
opposition  from  unbelieving  Jews. 
Paul  then  concentrated  his  attention  at 
(forinth  on  the  Gentiles  (v.  6). 

Having  been  driven  from  the 
synagogue,  Paul  established  himself 
in  a  house  next  door  belonging  to  a  new 
convert,  Titius  Justus.  As  he  left  the 
synagogue  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue, 
(Tripus,  and  his  family  also  left  and 
joined  the  little  fellowship  of  believers 
(w.  7,  8).  In  the  face  of  this  strong 
of^wsition,  Christ  gave  Paul  another 
vision,  assuring  him  of  his  presence 
and  that  the  work  there  in  Corinth 
would  result  in  many  people  being 
saved  (w.  9,  10).  Paul  continued  his 
work  in  Corinth  eighteen  months, 
m.  Paul  recdves  persecution  and  pro¬ 
tection  (18:12-17). 

From  July  51  to  August  52  A. D.,  Gal¬ 
lic,  brother  of  the  philosopher  Seneca, 
was  proconsul  of  Corinth.  To  him  the 
Jews  made  an  accusation  against 
Paul,  charging  him  with  preaching  an 
illeg^  religion  (w.  12,  13).  Judaism 
was  recognized  by  Rome  as  a  legal  re¬ 
ligion.  Paul  would  probably  have  de¬ 
fend  himself  as  he  later  did  before 
Felix  and  the  younger  Agrippa.  On 
those  occasions  he  explained  that 
Christianity  was  not  a  new  religion  at 
all  but  the  true  expression  oi  the  faith 
of  Israel. 

However,  before  Paul  could  speak  in 
defense  Gallio  dismissed  the  charges. 
His  ruling  was  that  Christianity  was 
Jewish  a^  thus  a  legal  religion  (w. 
14-16).  Such  alegal  [H'ecedentby  such  a 
distinguished  (xeconsul  would  allow 
the  faith  to  sfa-ead  unhindoed  by  the 
government  for  the  next  ten  to  twelve 
years.  The  action  by  Paul’s  enemies, 
designed  to  harm  him,  thus  was  turned 
to  his  favor  by  divine  providence. 

Crime  will  continue  to  rise  until  soc¬ 
iety  in  general  and  the  courts  in  par¬ 
ticular  transfer  their  preoccupation 
from  the  rights  of  the  villain  to  the 
rights  of  the  victim.— J.  Edgar 
Hoover.

First,  Meridian 
Is.  51:4-8;  52:7-10 

One  of  the  truths  concerning  broad¬ 
casting  is  that  a  receiver  is  ne^ssary 
to  transmission.  Israel  earlier  was  in¬ 
credibly  deaf  to  the  words  of  the  Lord. 
After  the  years  of  suffering  in  captiv¬ 
ity,  the  pe<^le  were  now  ready  to  listen 
to  what  God  had  to  say. 

Listen,  hear  and  hearkra  ( Vv.  4-6)  - 
What  God  was  about  to  say  was  of 
great  significance.  The  disciple  dis¬ 
cerned  correctly  when  he  said:  ‘‘Thou 
hast  the  words  of  jife.”  . 

‘‘The  teaching”  Isaiah  refers  to 
comes  from  the  Hebrew  word  ‘  ‘lor  ah.  ” 
The  holiest  element  of  the  Scriptures 
was  the  law  which  regulated  the  rc4a-  - 
tionship  of  the  people  to  God  and  to  one 
another.  Further,  the  first  five  books 
of  the  canon  are  called  the  books'crf 
‘‘torah”  or  law.  These  occupy  for  the 
Jews  about  the  same  place  Jesus  holds 
fw  Christianity.  , 

The  significant  thought  in  this  pas- ' 
sage  of  scripture  is  reftfence  to  the 
fact  that  ‘‘distantfi  lands  eagerly  wait 
for  h|s  teadiing”  (law).  During  the 
ministry  of  Jesus,  it  is  frequently 
pointed  out,  the  Gentiles  would  receive 
Jesus  with  open  arms.  The  Syro- 
Phoenician  woman  who  toudied  the 
hem  of  his  garment,  the  delegation  oi 
Greribs  who  said  to  Phillip  ‘‘We  would 
see  Jesus,”  the  centurion  in  (Caper¬ 
naum  whose  servant  was  ill  and  who 
had  correctly  concluded  that  Jeais 
could  speak  the  word  from  afar  and 
heal  his  servant,  then,  as  at  other 
times,  Jesus  said,  ‘‘I  have  not  seen  so 
great  faith  among  the  Jews.” 

It  seems  today  the  most  difficult 
place  to  win  con  verts  is  ho'e  at  home  in 
America.  Despite  allthe  diurches,  the 
media’s  religious  programming,  and 
the  millions  d  avowed  (Christians,  the 
result  is  still  a  hardening  of  the  hearts 
d  many  lost  people  to  the  gospel. 

Missionaries  tell  of  great  crowds  as¬ 
sembling  in  Brazil,  India,  Nigeria,  and 
other  places  when  the  gospel  is 
preached.  This  hunger  and  receptive¬ 
ness  for  the  gospel  should  certainly  be 
met  by  Christian  missions.  The  sewin’ 
uses  good  sense  in  planting  seeds  in 
fertile  soil  rather  than  in  the  dry  apd 
rocky  land  where  little  chance  for  a 
harvest  exists.  ' 

Along  with  the  offering  of  salvation 
goes  fite  threat  of  judgment  to  the  un- 
■believn’s.  Nothing  is  permanent  in  tbe 
heavens  or  on  eaiTh.  Everything  v^l 
pnish  so  it  is  foolish  to  place  one’s 
hopes  in  treasures  here. 

Priorities  need  to  be  adjusted  so  tbe 
lasting  and  eternal  are  valued  the 
most  hi^y.  For  those  who  do,  (k>d’s 


salvation  will  not  pass  away,  but  will 
last  f(M’«ver. 

Fear  not  (Vv.  7, 8) 

Among  Jesus’  favorite  words  were 
those  spoken  to  allay  fears.  ‘‘Don’t  be 
over  anxious,”  ‘‘Let  not  your  hearts 
be  troubled,”  etc.,  are  frequently  ad¬ 
dressed  to  worried  and  frightened 
people.  If  the  people  in  Jesus’  day 
needed  this  comfort,  those  in  ciq>tivity 
hundreds  of  years  earlier  desperately  ' 
needed  it 

Taunts  of  the  world  should  not 
bother  ‘‘the  people  in  whose  heart  is 
my  law.  ”  On  the  way  to  tbe  cross  Jesus 
proclaimed,  ‘‘My  peace  I  give  unto 
you,  not  as  the  world  giveth. ...  Let 
not  your  heart  be  troubled;  neither  let 
it  be  afraid.” 

I  like  the  story  of  Alexander 
Kinglake,  a  noted  eiqdorer  of  Africa,  a 
century  ago.  Kin^^e  and  his  com¬ 
panions  were  sidling  horses  and 
loading  pack  animals  far  the  day’s 
journey  in  the  jun^e.  A  horde  of  sav¬ 
ages  with  paint^  faces,  clutching  war 
clubs  and  screaming,  rushed  in  their 
dir^tion  from  a  ne^y  hillside. 

Since  no  defense  was  possible 
against  so  many  warriors,  Kinglake 
admonished  his  men  to  continue  mak¬ 
ing  their  preparations.  When  the  sav¬ 
ages  w^-e  almost  upon  them,  they 
drew  up  sharply.  They  thought  ‘‘If 
these  fair-skinned  men  are  unafraid  of 
us  they  must  depend  upon  a  power  far 
greato'  than  we  for  their  defense.  This 
being  the  case  we  dare  not  molest 
them.” 

Kinglake  and  his  men  mounted  their 
horses  and,  leading  their  pack  ani¬ 
mals,  rode  away  unharmed.  ^ . 

Israel  then  and  we  today  to 
know  that  no  matter  what  tte  threats 
or  how  fierce  the  enemy  may  appear  to 
be,  no  fatal  harm  can  come  to  those  ‘ ‘in 
whose  heart  lodge  the  laws  of  God.”

The  proclaimo’s  of  the  gospel  are 
beauti^  to  behdd.  The  message  they 
iH’ing  is  ‘‘the  balm  of  Gilead.”  Isaiah 
has  correctly  beoi  called  tbe  ‘‘prince 
of  the  prophets,”  for  he  saw  more 
clearly  thanjany  of  his  peers  the  ‘‘sal¬ 
vation  of  the  Lord”  in  the  coming  of  tbe 
‘‘Suffering  Servant.”
